Roosevelt, While Backing Increase 


In Freight Rates, Fails To Air Reasons 


For Rails’ Plight 


By DAVID L A W R E N C E " 


y i ’A SH IN G TO N , Dec. 13 — President Roosevelt 
' » 
wants the railroads to get an increase in freight 
rates but It is up to the interstate commerce com­ 
mission to decide the matter. Executive advice on 
a subject of this kind, especially when publicly giv­ 
en, cannot fall to make some sort of an impression. 


Mr. Roosevelts declaration to the press thut the 
last thing the government wants to do is* to take over 
the railroads was but another way or saying that the 
I. C. C. has it in its power to force the railroads 
into more receiverships or to compel the govern­ 
ment to come to the rescue of the roads with loans 
and thus ultim ately to become the biggest single 
bolder of railroad securities. 


The President did not discuss with the press the 
reasons for the plight of the railroads. He did not 
mention the enormous increases in coet which have 
narrowed the margin between receipt*, and expendi­ 
ture* and in many cases forced the roads it,to red 
ink. These factors are Increased labor costs. Increas­ 
ed prices t h * have to be paid for materials bought 
and higher taxes. 


Rightly or wrongly, the railroad# are compelled, 
by xii tile of the national mediation act, to accept 
more and more increases In labor costs or accept 
a condition of interruption of service forced by a 
strike. The present administration and other admin­ 
istrations have alway# sympathized with the upward 
trend of wages for railroad workers. The rail loads 
themselves have felt that they were powerless to 
bargain for lower wage# and have accepted the up­ 
ward trend as inevitable. 


\ S LU R the prices ot materials and equipment 
* x bought, here too th* labor charges forced by col­ 
lective bargaining process recently have gone up. A# 
for taxes, the government spending policies have re 
suited in higher tuxe# both in the federal and state 
fields where railroad# pay taxes on their properties 
Is the answer to revise downward ihe costs to the 
railroads? ub\iuu#Iy In the face ot an Increasing cost 
of living, the railroads cannot forte u lower standard 
upon their workmen. The government, on the other 
hand, has been spending money and forcing tuxe# 
up because the economic system ha# not absorbed 
the persons on relief. 


The solution would soetn to be in giving businesses 
as a whole a better chance to function so that the 
unemployed can be absorbed. This tm-a us that valu­ 
able time has beep lost. In th* last thre*’ years by 
those experimental policies of the administration 
that have impaired the sound underpinning of th# 
economic structure during the period of artificial 
or emergency spending. 


But there is another policy which accounts direct­ 
ly or indirectly for the lack of revenues of the rail­ 
roads. ll is related to the volume of business done. 
Competent railroad economists estimate that if the 
railroads were today to carry the volum** of freight 
that they did in 1929 they would not need ihe in­ 
crease iu freight rat*'# which they pow are desper­ 
ately struggling to w in from the Interstate commerce 
commission. 


W hy did the railroads have a big volume in 19.*u 
aud why are they fully 20 percent under that volume 
today? The answer might be found in examining the 
data as to how much of the freight carried in 1929 
wu# for export when America's foreign trade volume 
amounted to about $9,000,000,000. Our foreign trade 
is, nowadays, not even halt that sun: and it has been 
down to about a third during some years of the de­ 
pression. 


It might be asked also why America s foreign trade 
Is dowu to such a low level. It w ill be recalled that, 
iu 1930, tbs congress passed the Hawley-fimoot tariff 
law which was the highest protectionist law adopted 
In mauy years. Prom ptly the British commonwealth* 
met at Ottawa and proclaimed a set of retaliatory 
tariffs. Many American businesses began building 
plants In Canada and other foreign countries. Am er­ 
ica lost freight car loadings by the millions. 


C IN C E Secretary of State Cordell Hull began his 
policy of reciprocal trad* agreements, forrlen 
trade has slowly increased. Today, the United States 
government I# in the midst of negotiation# with 
Great Britain looking toward the making of a new 
reciprocity treaty which, in turn, will affect trade 
with all the British dominions. The railroads have 
Interested themselves in many questions, but it is 
difficult to find that any of their spokesm* n have 
said a word publicly about the Importance of increas­ 
ing foreign trade through reduc tion of tariff barriers, 
removal of restrictions upon monetary exchange, 
quotas and other impediments to volume of busine## 
done in this country. 
The Presidentt left the pre#* more or less puzzled 
as to what is to be the next step if the I. C. C. 
should not grant the increase. What is going to be 
doue to bring an increased volume of freight for the 
railtoads even if the increase is granted? This ti"# ii: 
with the agitation of businessmen for less burden# 
from government tax burdens that destiny confi­ 
dence and interfere with incentive. The problem of 
the railroads is inseparably interwoven with the en­ 
tire industrial situation as It faces the administra­ 
tion today. For. when business is bad. freight de­ 
creases More than ever the lesson in the railroad 
problem 
is the importance of making America’s 
economic function better and of increasing the mar­ 
ket for American production beyond home markets.

Mr. Green will speak in the Ceramic theater at the 
conclusion of the huge parade of 3,000 workers of the 
tri-state area. 


Following his arrival this morning. Mr. Green was a 
guest of Joseph M. Wells, general manager of the Homer 
Laughlin China Co., at a luncheon in the Travelers hotel. 
Manufacturers and high officials of the Brotherhood a t­ 
tended.

TOT 80 long ago I told you some­ 
thing about th© fe*t. In that 
article it was pointed out that care 
of the feet im essential to good 
health. Neglect of the feet m ay 
lead to permanent deformity and 
distressing disability. 
v 
Today, I want to tell you about 
a common disorder of the toes. In 
most instances It Is caused by neg 
lect of th© feet. I refer to that 
condition known as ingrown toe­ 
nail. 
Ingrown toenail, as its name In­ 
dicates. is the improper growth of 
the nail, causing It to dig Into the 
k 
soft tissue© of the toe. This leads 
to Irritation, Inflammation and, in 
many instances, to subsequent in­ 
fection. It is Indeed a painful dis­ 
order. Sometimes, if neglected, it 
may actually lead to severe blood 
poisoning. 
Regular Care 
Persons who care for their feet 
as they should and trim the nails 
4pu lerlodically. rarely, if ever, suffer 
•^py'rom ingrown toenail. The feet are 
thoroughly cleansed with soap and 
water before trimming the nails, 
•f 
Leave the nails smooth after care­ 
ful and deliberate trimming. 
Avoid the wearing of faulty foot­ 
gear. The shoes should be com­ 
fortable and 
provide ample 
toe 
room. 
Pointed 
and 
tight-fitting 
shoes are detrimental to good foot 
J 
health. Short stockings, habitually 
worn, are almost as bad. 
It in always best to attend to in­ 
flammations or infections about the 
toenail at the very first sign of the 
disorder. If pain is present, a wet 
dressing of warm boric acid solu­ 
tion should be applied. If the in- 
(lamination doe© not subside with 
this treatment and the pain per­ 
sists, It is possible that pus is pres­ 
ent under the nail. 
Expert Attention 
Under such circumstances, relief 
is only possible by removal of at 
least, a part of the diseased nail, 
permitting free drainage, of the 
pus. 
Of course, this can be done 
only by an expert. It is not a seri­ 


ous procedure, but should be skill­ 
fully done. 
The little operation is performed 
under local anesthesia, without painj 
to the patient. The relief from 
pain and all discomfort is almost, 
instantaneous. 
M ithin 
a 
short 
time a new nail will grow in. and 
that is the end of your misery. 
Under no circumstances ignore 
pain and throbbing along the edge 
of a toenail. If you are in doubt 
as to the proper treatment, consult: 
with your doctor or someone who 
knows about feet. Immediate care 
of such infections will do away 
with all danger and hasten com­ 
plete recovery.

Eugene went to Chi­ 
cago where he studied dentistry. 
He practiced about a year, then re- 
turned to school, graduating from 
the Indiana State Normal school 
at Terre Huute, Ind.. in 1881. 
He taught school in Indiana for 
about two years, then returned to 
tho printing trad e, becoming fore­ 
man of The Advance, a religious 
periodical, published 
In Chicago.
